Sen, Eugene J, McCarthy was 
the top vote getter among the pre= 
sidential aspirants in Tuesday’s 
presidential primary election in 
Andover, The extensive work done 
by his committee in this area 
showed up in the voting as the 
Minnesota Democrat polled 610 
votes from his own party and 188 
on the Republican ballot. 

From a total registration of 
about 11,000 in the town, some 
twenty percent went to the polling 
place in precinct 2, the only one 
used in the primary. There were 
1082 Democrats and 1180 Republi= 
cans checked off between 8 a.m, 
and 8 p.m. 

Most of the voters visited the 
Andover Baptist Church lower hall, 
where the voting took place, in the 
late afternoon or early evening. 
The size of the vote caught offi- 
cials by surprise. As a result, it 
was almost midnight before the 
returns were in from the single 
precinct, 

Among the Democrats, Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy showed the most 
strength next to McCarthy. The 
latter’s name was the only one on 
the ballot, the others received 
write-in votes,

Addison Gallery Tells About Noise 


The Addison Gallery of Ameri= 
can Art at Phillips Academy is 
now presenting the fourth in a 
series on ‘‘An Examination of 
Aural Environment®® which will 
continue through June 9. 

The presentation offers the 
listener the opportunity to assess 
audio events for their own sake, 
and also to better understand the 
relationships between noises and 
their associative visual images. 

The presentation which is in= 
stalled in four adjoining rooms 
begins with a four track stereo 
environment in which an audio 
tape ‘‘piece’® of clock sounds 
envolves into electronic music. 

The second room is reached 
through a tunnel of noise direc- 
tionally fed to the listener’s ears 
through slots in the passageway’s 
fiberglass walls. The fragmentary 
sounds in the tunnel are designed 
to alert the listener, and to func= 
tion as a prelude to longer ‘‘noise 
pieces’® which are played through 
earphone ‘‘islands’® 
rooms of the presentation. Upon 
exiting from the tunnel into the 
second room, the listener-viewer

dience are recorded and heard in 
the third room 15 seconds after 
they have been made, The second 
room also contains a ‘‘noise 
organ’* with tubes or pipes of vary= 
ing heights. Sounds issuing from 
the pipes vary according to their 
height - children’s noise in the 
shortest, adult sound inthe tallest, 

Four ‘‘islands of noise’ plus a 
noise accumulator comprise the 
third room of the show. Sound 
events especially made for the pre= 
sentation encompassing themes 
such as nature, war, sports, the 
home, are heard through theisland 
earphones, Because the earphones 
tend to isolate the listener and cut 
off extraneous sounds, the island 
pieces, or compositions, are the 
most specific and controlled events 
in the presentation, Previewers 
suggest that the islands are 
startling in that the experience of 
listening to conventional noise is 
changed radically by the process of 
earphone perception, Further= 
more, the privateness of head= 
phone listening seems to stimulate 
visual responses, 

The noise accumulation utilizes 
a recording booth similar to the 
delay playback system previously 
described, In the case of the ac= 
cumulator, however, spoken words 


.or noises made by the participat= 
ing audience are recorded con= 
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tinuously on top of one another, 
The action and reaction of the 
audience is thus ‘‘piled up’® on 
tape for subsequent audiences. The 
machine may be ‘“‘played’® by 
enterprising noisé composers who 
speak into the microphone and dart 
into the fourth and final room of the 
show where the results are played 
back a minute or so later, 

‘The last room contains four 
more ‘‘islands’® similar to those 
already described, and the most 
dramatic noise event in the show= 
the BIG SOUND. 

At random intervals a large 
stereo system fills this last room 
with loud, powerful sound, over= 
powering all the other outputs in 
the presentation, The effect of 
pressure is distinctly real - the 
presence of energy surrounds the 
listener and affirms the physical 
impact of sound experience, 

The presentation has been de= 
signed and constructed by Chris= 
topher Cook, Aloysius Hobausz, 
Robert Lloyd, John McMurray and 
Gerald Shertzer of the Art Depart= 
ment of Phillips Academy.

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Little Ones Have Fun 
At Fine Arts Museum 


A class where attendance is 
never taken and children come be= 
cause they want to... Sounds un= 
likely, but you will find it tucked 
beneath the marble halls of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, 

The museum’s Children’s Room 
opens its doors to a throng of en= 
thusiastic youngsters in grades 
1 to 6 four times a week, No re- 
gistration is required and all 
classes and materials are free, 

Each year 3000 children pare 
ticipate in the program; half of 
them make up an army of regulars 
who come back each week, year 
after year. They come~ from 
Greater Boston and as far away 


as Cape Cod, New Hampshire and 


Rhode Island to learn about art 
through the ages and try their own 
hands at creating works of art. 

The programs are run by Helen 
Thompson, a graduate of the School 
of the Museum of Fine Arts who 
has been heading the Children’s 
Room for three years, She plans 
sessions around such varied 
themes as printmaking, puppetry 
and sculpture; life in ancient and 
modern civilizations or works by 
important artists, Classes begin 
with slides, films or visits to the 
galleries followed by discussions 


to which each child contributes 
his ideas and asks questions, Their 
curiosity prompts such queries as 
“*“What food did Matisse like to 
eat?**, ‘Why do Indians carve so 
many elephants?”’ and *‘Was Paul 
Klee a friend of Vincent van Gogh?** 

Creative work related to the 
topics discussed encourages the 
children to use their imaginations, 
When the program called for the 
children to paint seascapes, they 
were given orange, pink, yellow 
and purple paint, but not blue. 
During a session on city life 
youngsters carved styrofoam 
models of a city in 3000 A.D, com= 
plete with such modern con= 
veniences as trains soaring above 
buildings. To evoke the spirit of 
Rowault’s heavily outlined paint- 
ings the young artists made 
**stained glass*® windows. from 
tissue paper, cellophane and black 
construction paper, 

Mrs. Thompson believes that 
children’s intuitive creative abili- 
ties are often untapped, ‘‘I treat 
my students like little people, not 
children,’® she says. The results 
are impressive, The youngsters 
develop a, critical eye for judging

It Cuts Both Ways 


If you are interested in the birth of a lively educational 
and social experiment, you’ll want to accept the student 
coordinators’ invitation to be on hand for Opening Night 
of the Student Activity Center Tuesday. 

Responsibility of the student will be the theme of the 
evening, but it seems to us that responsibility cuts both 
ways. 

The center for pursuing special interests, library study 
and recreation will open thanks to the initiative of a group 
of students responsible and responsive to the needs of 
their school — and thanks to the equally responsible 
backing of the adult advisory committee, and recreation 
department, to the School Committee, in entrusting the 
brand-new facility to the students, and to the eight or ten 
teachers who have volunteered to lead the seminars and 
courses the students hope for. 

Now whose turn is it to be responsible and responsive? 

Director James Carroll says the students need adult 
help and support — perhaps by donating an extra hydraulic 
jack, tape recorder, phonograph or TV — but preferably by 
giving time and interest — dropping in for a coffee or 
coke, helping with a course or with supervision. 

The town is entrusting the students and expecting 
responsibility. But doesn’t that cut two ways? Perhaps 
the students are hoping for the same from us? 


The Experts Look Ahead 


Trends in education are always significant in Andover 
where school building seems to be a never-ending chore. 

The experienced and highly regarded firm of consult- 
ants, Englehardt, Englehardt and Leggett, took a look to 
the future and came up with some of these observations: 

Language laboratories are on the way out because it is 
felt they do not do an adequate job for the money spent. 
Closed-circuit television, however, is becoming more 
important for keeping both students and teachers abreast 
of educational developments. 

Big school libraries are now thought advisable to re- 
place small libraries because they provicle a better selec- 
tion and avoid duplication, but these libraries are four or 
five times more costly now then they would have been 
only a few years ago. 

Better transportation is making the old fashioned neigh- 
borhood school unnecessary, and central educational parks 
bringing together pupils of all racial, economic and cul- 
tural backgrounds are thought to be suitable replacements, 
- The small 400-pupil high school is not nearly as bad as 
generally thought in the past, sometimes offering better 


easier. 


The 4-4-4 school system (four-year elementary schools, 
four-year middle schools and four-year high schools) that 
had been taking hold throughout the country in place of the 
6-3-3 system is now losing ground to the 5-3-4 system. 

Teachers’ lounges in building plans are being replaced 
by teachers’ workrooms, which provide working space and 


areas for files. 


Here in Andover, Superintendent of Schools Edward I. 
Erickson said that school planning is an ever changing 


process. 


‘*Every plan is a new plan,’’ is the way he puts it. He 
said that such things as language laboratories are devices 
and they must always be examined and evaluated. 

‘You still must have the teachers,’’ he says. 


Nature’s Ways 


Red Maples Swamp-Associated 


A New England lawn can be sus= 
Piciously beautiful at this season. 

For this is the flowering period 
of the red maple, a tree of almost 
unrivalled beauty in spring, Red 
maples, unfortunately are closely 
associated with swamps. If a really 
gorgeous display of these trees 
exists on your lawn, the possibility 
is great that your house stands on 
swampland, 

Most of New England received a 
fair test of the landscape’s re-= 
sponse to rain in March, If your 
cellar walls resisted intrusion 
during the period, you may relax 
and enjoy the red blossoms of your 
red maples and the red leaflets 
that follow them. 

Since the red maples grow 
mainly in swamps in NewEngland, 
we seldom think of it as a tree 
that also can grow on relatively 
dry soils. But, in its wide dis- 
tribution through eastern North 
America, the tree has adapted to 
dry forest soils in some regions 
where the annual rainfall is re=- 
liable enough to maintain tree 
growth, 

The real limiting factors that 
keep the red maple from over= 
running the entire continent are 
the extreme cold and the extreme 
dryness where the Great Plains be= 
gin. Otherwise, the red maple 
exists from the Gulf of Mexico 
well into Ganada, 

The red maple ranks high -in 
value to wildlife. The twigs and 
tender branches are favorite deer 
food. The ruffed grouse spends 
considerable time reaping the buds 
of red maple, Sincé’ they produce 


seeds early in the summer, they 
fill what might be a gap in tree 
seed harvest for chipmunks, white=- 
footed mice and similar reapers, 

Those who admire Thoreau and 
the red maple often are disap= 
pointed to learn that he did not 
share their interest in the tree, 
Thoreau preferred our silver mae 
ple. 

The early residents of New Eng- 


land had little time to admire 


beauty. Their thoughts on the red 
maple were entirely utilitarian. 
From the Indians they learned that 
red maple bark made an excellent 
dye for cloth. By adding alum to 
the tannin extracted from red ma-= 
ple bark, the early residents ob= 
tained a cinnamon-colored dye. If 
copperas were added to the con=- 
coction, they obtained a rather 
color=fast black dye. 

John Josselyn, who visited New 
England in the early 1400s and 
became sort of a Chamber of 
Commerce representative for the 
region, reported that the Indians 
made a lye from red maple wood 
which had been burned to ash, 


The Indians then boiled acorns with 
the lye to remove the bitterness 
from the acorns and make them 
edible. 


Few red maples live to an old 
age. They are subject to break= 
ing..under ice storms. They also 
are sensitive to fire. Under ideal 
conditions, particularly inswampy 
areas, a red maple can attain 120 
feet in height, Trees of such di= 
mensions are not common, how= 
ever.

In making his announcement, the 
town manager said: 


“With the tragic events of the - 


recent past in the area of civil 
rights fresh in mind, it is clear 
to me that, as a responsible cite 
izen of the Town of Andover, and 
certainly as a professional munice 
pal administrator, I must have 
more than a casual interest in 
the report of the President’s Com= 
mission on Civil Disorders, I cane 
not help but feel that this must 
be the case with many of us who 
live in this community, The ree 
port is a significant and far reach= 
ing document which. needs to be 
read and reread, but, most of 
all, to be discussed and reviewed 


and digested in the greatest detail, 
It must not be consigned to a 
bookshelf = mental or physical - 
to collect dust as have its fore= 
bears, Andover has a very vital
